It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1959.  The  delay 
in  the  publishing  of  this  report  is  due  to  the  death  of  the  late  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Dr.  H.  Pattinson,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  D.P.H. 

The  staff  of  the  department  consists  of  one  full-time  Shorthand  Typist /Clerk 
and  a  full-time  Rodent  Operator. 


ENSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  PREPARATION 

AND  SALE  OF  FOOD 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  cafes,  hotel  kitchens,  ice  cream  premises, 
food  shops,  and  stalls  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  Byelaws. 

During  the  year  45  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  breaches  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  following  articles  of  food,  other  than  fresh  meat,  were  surrendered  to 
me  during  the  year  and  classified  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  : —

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  four  licensed  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district  and  regular  inspections  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
meat  following  slaughter. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  902  visits  were  made  and  the  carcases  and  organs 
of  2485  animals  were  inspected.  The  total  weight  of  meat  classified  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  was  827  lbs. 

The  mutual  aid  scheme  with  Skelton  and  Brotton  and  Loftus  Urban  District 
Councils  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  Public  Health  Inspectors  from 
Skelton  and  Brotton  and  Loftus  made  31  visits  to  this  area,  whilst  I  made  33  visits 
to  Skelton  and  Brotton  Urban  District  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection  only. 

The  licences  for  three  slaughterhouses  were  renewed  during  the  year;  the 
owner  of  the  fourth  slaughterhouse,  which  is  situated  at  New  Marske,  failed  to 
apply  for  renewal  and  this  licence  has  lapsed.

All  licensed  premises  in  the  area  have  been  visited  for  the  purpose  of 
checking  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities,  and  general  conditions  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area,  the  larger  being  under  the  control 
of  the  Local  Authority  and  providing  accommodation  for  approximately  350 
caravans,  and  a  smaller  site  which  has  accommodation  for  four  caravans. 

Provided  on  these  sites  are  facilities  for  washing,  piped  water  supply,  waste 
water  drainage,  and  water  closets. 

Two  applications  were  received  and  granted  for  permission  to  station 
caravans  in  the  area,  one  application  being  in  connection  with  the  Fairground  at 
Old  Saltburn  and  one  in  connection  with  a  garage  at  Marske-by-the-Sea.

Inspections  were  made  of  shops  in  the  area  for  the  purpose  of  checking  the 
adequacy  of  sanitary  and  washing  accommodation.

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society  and 
the  Tees -side  Clean  Air  Committee. 

Two  deposit  gauges  are  in  use  in  the  area,  one  being  sited  at  Marske-by-the- 
Sea  in  the  garden  of  “Ivy  House”,  by  kind  permission  of  Dr.  P.  A.  Walshaw,  and 
one  in  the  Police  Station  Grounds  at  Saltbum-by-the-Sea,  by  kind  permission  of 
the  Chief  Constable.  These  gauges  are  in  protected  positions  and  no  damage  was 
experienced  during  the  year.  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  these  two 
gentlemen  for  granting  facilities  to  station  these  gauges. 

Herewith  are  tables  showing  the  results  for  the  twelve  months  together  with 
wind  records  for  the  period. 

During  the  year  twelve  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  nuisance 
from  smoke  created  by  the  burning  of  waste  material,  and  two  complaints  were 
received  with  regard  to  the  emission  of  black  smoke  by  British  Railways.  These 
complaints  were  followed  up  and  no  further  trouble  has  been  experienced. 

Twelve  observations  were  made  during  the  year  on  the  chimney  of  the  only 
coal -fired  boiler  in  the  area  and  no  complaints  were  made. 

During  the  year  a  mobile  exhibition,  organised  by  the  Solid  Smokeless  Fuels 
Federation,  toured  the  district  and  attendance  was  satisfactory.

One  licence  issued  under  the  above  Act  was  renewed  during  the  year.  The 
premises  registered  were  visited  regularly  and  no  breaches  of  the  Act  were  found 
during  the  year. 


HOUSING 

During  1959  forty -five  tenants  were  selected  for  Council  Houses  and  thirty 
four  tenants  for  Elderly  Persons’  Accommodation.  A  Points’  Scheme  is  in  operation 
for  the  selection  of  tenants  for  Houses  and  Elderly  Persons’  accommodation. 

During  the  year  nine  applications  were  received  from  tenants  of  Houses  for 
permission  to  take  lodgers  and  in  three  cases  permission  was  refused. 

Eighteen  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  exchanges  of  Council 
Houses  and  fifteen  were  agreed  to. 

The  Annual  Check  was  carried  out  on  the  Housing  List  and  the  results  were 
as  follows  :

These  figures  show  a  reduction  of  three  on  the  number  of  applicants  for 
the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  the  Council  erected  91  units  for  housing  accommodation, 
which  included  12  one -bedroom  flatlets  and  10  one -bedroom  bungalows  for  Elderly 
Persons’  accommodation. 

7  new  Council  Houses  were  sold  to  applicants  on  the  Council’s  Housing  List 
who  had  been  selected  as  tenants  or  were  existing  tenants  of  Council  Houses. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1949  —  AS  AMENDED  BY  THE  HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND

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THE  HOUSE  PURCHASE  AND  HOUSING  ACT,  1959 

This  Act  makes  new  provision  for  what  is  called  a  Standard  Grant  and  is 
a  modified  form  of  Grant  to  cover  the  provision  of  five  standard  amenities,  as  follows; 

1.  Fixed  Bath  or  Shower  in  a  Bathroom. 

2.  Wash-Hand  Basin. 

3.  Hot  Water  Supply. 

4.  Water  Qoset  in  or  Contiguous  to  the  Dwelling. 

5.  Satisfactory  Facilities  for  Storing  Food. 

Seven  applications  were  received  for  Standard  Grants  during  the  year  and 
these  were  approved  by  the  Council. 


HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT,  1954 

One  Certificate  of  Disrepair,  which  remained  in  force  at  the  end  of  1958, 
still  remained  in  force  at  the  end  of  1959. 


RENT  ACT,  1957 

The  three  Certificates  of  Disrepair  which  were  granted  in  1957  still  remained 
in  force  at  the  end  of  1959.  A  Demolition  Order  has  been  made  in  respect  of  one 
of  these  properties. 

One  application  was  received  during  the  year  for  the  caneellation  of  one  of 
these  Certificates  of  Disrepair  but  the  application  was  refused. 

During  1959  one  application  was  received  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  but 
the  Landlord  gave  an  Undertaking  to  carry  out  the  works.
